\edennemtes the Spanyardes, whomere= 
poztes gaueout, were tin great Flectes at 
Sea, this Flecte afozcſaide ſpending their 
tune with little p2otite to any of them,with 
conſentof their Idmirals diſperſed them- 
ſclues diners waycs : ſome takinge they?

whole ;iCaptapne 1s matſter Newporte of 
Lunchouſzamoi hardy and fozward man 
and rclolute in perfourminge any thinge to 
bis charge committed, theovwner ofwhich 
Ship, rs mailter Beckerof Limehouſe, late 
maiſtcrofthcTrinytiehouſe,thele ſhippes 
aboue naincd, commanded by that bzaue 
kinght, being beſt ofaccounpt at that time 
theNuccnes Shippes beinge abſent and 
oncthatthe reft being Deftrous tobee go-= 
ucrned by, called to ne Thomſon, 
bcingintheDapyntie , and Him deſired as 
God would permite them that Hee would 
kcepehim companie, offeringe himmanye 
large pzoftcres, Laptaine Tomlon accep= 
tcd andp2omiſcd what helpe he coulddo'f 
occation ſerued he would be reddy withhis

ner was Edward Grant, amannefo2tunate 
andhappy.

Carrycke, of the burthenof nine hundzed 
tuns oz thereabouts with whom, theRoe-= 
buck and theDaintie bare all thenight x 
 gauethemchacelong veloze thereſt(delert 
cd @ her as theyſuppoled. who, immedtatly 
vpon the view therof, ſecing Sir lohn and 
Laptaine Thomſonhadherin chace, bare 
with her all thenight, mhope tohauecthat 
they wiſhed, theDaintte headmoft, 
_ fox thatſheets good of (alle followed ſhar-= 
oſt whiche the Larricke perceyued, and 
fearinge to bee tqken bare with the Jfle 
RI et ACE U% OI; 
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and if Godſentekaire weather, they might 
not ſoloole her, "This nighte pall, and the 
ſtozme by his grace, that geueth all grace, - 
ſeiſed, The whole Fleet bare againe witt 
Fioweres andcomming necre the Jlland . 
might perceiue the Spaniards, how they - 
laboured, toſauc the beſt thephad abozde, 
hauimg not ceaſed all that night from hard 
trauaill and carryinge a ſhoze what they 
might. Theſe emuous villaines, feengno 
renidye but tofall into theirhandes, that 
would haue taken great care ofher, Fyzed 
the Laricke. befoze anyofour Flecte could 
lay her abozd, and almoſt all fozſooke Her, 
Jn ſuch: ſozt increaſed the fire, that doe 
what men might, albeit great pames wag 
therein taken, they coulde not-quench the 
marcilelle lame vntiil all her vpper wozke 
was conſumed, when with much adoe, 
thcy quenched the ſame, where they found

God, 'The-Fleete ſtoared with reſolute 
mindes, when as they heardthis newes, 
were all frouicke: therr toyfull Hartcs pac- 
ſaged good ſuccelle tofollow: andhaumgs 
taken what they could of the firſt Carrick, 
they determined to diſperſe therr Shippes 
againe, tothe ende ſome ok their foztunes, 
byGods good fauour might bee to lighte 
bpponher, and with this reſolution, they 
put to Deaagayne, the Kow-Bucke and 
theDainty, keeping ſttll together,agnecre 
as theymight. Night comminge on, they 
Hhulled almoſt the whole nighte, oz carricd 
very little faile: continuing inthis maner 
twoonightes and two Ddayes, theſeconde 
dayinthemozninge, theDainetic becinge 
headmoſt againe, as foz Her ſayle ſhe excec= 
deth many, diſcricd the great Larricke all 
ahie: ſceminge to them tnytheirtoppe, to 
beſomehugethmge, as mdeede ſhets,this 
lightepleaſcdthcinſowell: as he thathad 
the beſte ſtommacke to hts victualls, was 
ſo toyfull, that theyfozgotte their Bzeake= 
faſt ; hopinge beloze Dinner, to Haue an hoſt 
that ſhould make them rightemcrry, and 
nge their ſayles, bare with her allthe 
day, The Kow-bucke, ſectnge her make 
ſucheſaile, cauſcd one to looke our, on 
ke- 


likewile p2elently dilcrted Her, to theirno 
lttle topes and retoylinge, and fitting their 
ſatles likewiſe, lined tngrcathopeof Gods 
good fauour therein, and fo hoapedto bee 
better ſharers, then with the firſt, - The 
 Foxcſight andthereſtofthe Fleete, beeing 


farre off, Hadd likewiſe Difcrted her, and 


bare with the rcſte, Bynoone o2 one of thc 
clockc of that day, beetngthethirde ofAu- 
guſt, the Daintte came necre her, lo that 
the Gunner, whoſe name was Thomas 
Bedome, bctnge a p2oper tall man,and had 
very good atme at any thinge, and good 
lucke withall: deſired the Laptatne, hce 
might gituethema ſhoote, tolett them vn- 
derſtande, that they wereEngliſhmenne, 
and vnder her Highnelle, Lommaunder of 
'the Scas, TheLaptainehauingegreate 
carc, and not willinge tohaucanythoote 
(hot in vaine 3; commanded him to fozbcar 
till they ſhoulde come neercr her, whiche 
was not longe, when the Laptaine Hin 
ſcifc commannded him to doe his beſt, and 
carowſinge a kanne of Yinc tohis com- 
pany, encouraged them to begin the fighte, 
and comininge vpp, halcd them after the 
maniecr of the Sca, and commaunded 
them toſtrikefo2 theMucene of England, 
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which they no ſoonerrefuſed, but the Gon 
nictdbceingeready, gaue fire to twowhole 
"Luineringes inherchaſe, and racked and 
toarchcr pittiZaliye: Beartnge vpp wyth- 
them, gauc thkm the whole fide. hc boot= 
ded thempucſently, whoc reſiſted moſt cou- 
- ragiouſly, and putt vs offagainc: Thus 
contiuned the Dainetie infightc, a pzctty 
while, befozeanyother couldcome tohelpe 
her, tn whiche tyme {hcelaide her aboozds 
- thaceſcucraltines, toarehcrAncientfrom 
- her poope, and ſlewe Her Laptaine, and 
moze harme had doone then, but that by 
 chauncealhott, barc their fozemaſte bythe 

Boozde, which they were compelled to 
 fpliceagaime, tothey2 great trouble, The 
ncrte that came to her reſcue was the va= 
liant Sir [obn Burrowe+, who attempting 
with great valourto boozdeher, was putt 
off agatne, and recezued albott which had 
like to Haue endanngered Himſcife, The 
third was the golden D2agon of Lotidon, 
whereof was.Captame As aiſter N-wport, 
whoc moſt bzaucly bs y attempte, but 

wasltkewile put olf, theLarricke beenge 
ſo huge, that tholc Shippes did but littic 
good, Jv boo2ding they flew many of their 
men, and ſpoylcd them maructlouſly, The

next wag her Mateſties good Shippethe 
Fozeſighte, -whoſe commaunder foz that 
ſcruice was Laptaine Craſle, a man well 
aypouecd in marie cauſes, andfarrchath 
aducntured, whoe with his Shippelayde 
hcr a boozde, and very valtauntly aſſayled 
them, and was moſt ſtoutely by the Spa= 
nyardes 8iforepuiſcd: inſo much, that the 
braue Laptaine, of whoſe men,many were 
weake, andyct beeingeloth her Mateſtics 
Shippe ſhould bee ſhaken offwithout vi= 
cto2y, fyzed the Larricke, rather wiſhinge 
hcr to be buriite, then the ennemics to en= 
top her, But the p2oud and lofty-minded 
Spanyardes, ſfandinge on theirreſo.ute 
pointes, retourned the fire againe, oz ſome 
othcr, which thece times was kindled ; to / 
the great comber of Taptayne Crofle and 
his Lompanpye, that wouldenot ſo leaue 
them, 'Chisdaungerous conflict betwene 
thcſc Shippes endured longe time, which 
the-Phenix of Poztchmouth percctuinge, 
and becinge able to ycelde Hcrlittleother 
comfozte, byreaſon of thehugencſle of the 
Larricke, ſhee betngebut ofthzeeſcoze tuns 
oz there abouts: albeit the Maiſter would 
gladly haue Doonchis beſte, and was wil= 


lng to boozd her allo: yet iette dei 
| e 


time _ with their Admitrall and 
Uice-Admirall, whiche was the Tonges 
and Sampſon, 'who comminge vpp wyth 
them, declared bnto them the hardy fighte 
of the Fozeſighte, who preſently bare vpp 
with them all the nighte; the Sampſon 
becing the firſt, comming vp with the Lar= 
ricke, gaue her the whale bzoad{tde, and 
ſhuttinge vpp into the Fozelightes quar= 
ter, entered hys menne tnto her, Laptaine 
Norton, that bzaue and woozthy gentlc- 
manne, 1aide her alſo aboozde having? oe 
Teagerwith him, pipes ge, 
beeingahundzed men at theleaff, all reſo= 
iIutely minded: at whole entcraunce, they 
peelded ſo greate a crye, as the diſmayed 
and Spanyardes, coulde not 
ccthincke themiclues what courſe to take 
tohelpe themſclues, mſuche amaſe were 


they ſtricken, although they were Eighte 
hund2e PRE ,all well appoynted and a= 
ble men, and ours but my ec og But 


ftandinge thus as menamaſed, at length 
veelded f themſclues vanquiſhed : and ſo 
perfozce gaue polſeſston, to them that chal- 
lenged it foz their owne, as wonne with 
their {woozdes and hazarde of theirlines: 
as thc pittifuli laughter of the deade ow 
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caſſes,which thep found a boozd witnelled, 
the ſight whercof wag able to molitfic the 
hardeſt hart in the wozid, Toſcctheſlaine- 
men, here and there lic welteringe tn their 
ownc vioude, and the gricuous Tamebias 
tion of the wounded, hero o re ſome 
| lackinge thetr legges, ſome their armes, 
and other members of their bodics, whoſe 
mtſcry, our conntrepmenne(tyoughe they 
were our hatctuil ennemies) greately be= 
wapylcd: yet acknowledgedit tobe butthe 
chaunce of tSarres, which was and is,as 
it pleaſcth God, They gauc God hartp 
thankes fo their ovwric tak: ty; andvidtheir 
- beſt indeuour in pzocuringeremedpe fozas 
manyas was poſsible, whereby theyhaue 
acquiftcd vnto theumſciues and their coutt=

the goodnelle thercof: yea, Hee thathadd 
knowen, what thinges had bene wozth, in 
a littleroome mightehaue contriued great 
wealth.foz it tscredtbly repozted,that ſome 
yonnkers happened tofinde many Jarres of 

Ceuttt, which toofgreat woozth, and bce= 
ing of ſome longe time clolelykepte, when 
theyopened theſame, wagcauſe it yeelded 
no ſauour: andtheyt and not kno= 
wingewhat it ſhould bee, thmkinge tt but 
tralbe as it came totheirhandes, heaued it 
oner-boozd: much other thinges was ſo 
ſpoyledfoz wantof knowledge, when euc= 
rymanhadſufficient, and thatnot once had 
caule to complayne : Str lohn Burrowes 
andother the Pzincipals ofthe Flecte, cal= 
linge a intheſamedetermined to 
take ſome ator A goodes, valued ac= 
tothe Spanyardes ownerepozts, 

tobe ſeauenteene hund2cth tunnes, 
and in value as theythought, many thou- 
ſandpoundes, beſides the other od = 


ThusSir with fauour, haue ] boldly trou- 
bledyou, with ſuche good tydinges as heere 
is, as ducty willeth I ſhoulde, knowinge your 
ioy to bee greatefor our braue countrymens 
good {ucceſle, whoaftera long and perilous 
fichte, which enduredalmoit twelue howres 
abouteleuen ortwelueaclocke inthe nighte, 
they became maiſters of this huge Carricke, 
to their greatioy, and comforte ofall faithtull 
and ttucharted Engliſhmen. A matter worth 
the hearingeand ({traunge, of whoſe wealth 
your woorſhip ſhall better vnderſtande here- 
after; when it may with leiſure and diſcretion 
beevalucd and eſtecmed : beſides which ſhe 
had inher good ſtoare of Ordinance, fitre for 
to ſerue for the Realmcs detence, both of 
Braſſe:;and Iron, whole Cannons, Cannon 
Periall, Culucringes,Demi Culueringesand 
Sakars, to the nomber of three-ſcore, amon- 
eſt which, this isnot the woorſt, and I wiſh 
brand, that all the reſt/in the kinges'domi- 
nions, that hath-beene conuayed out of our 
owncaountrey by ſuch greedy cortnorantes, 
as ratherfecke thefilling of their owne bags, 
then'their countreyes benefite and fafetye, 
were here with theſe: And they whoſe minds 
haue beene ſuche'as to conuay chem awaye, 
were knowne to.her Maieſty and herhonou- 


rable 


rable Counſell, to the ende they mightere- 
cciue, what they have woorthely delerued. 
But God in time will lay them open, and 
make them taſte the ſower, as well as they 
haue doone the ſweete, V Vheretore we had 
notneedeto beflacke in praying to the God 
of all power, wiſedome, and ſtrength, that 


it will pleaſe him to encreaſe the nomber of 


faithfull and obedient ſubiects, continue the 


raigne of our moſt Soueraigne Lady, and 


confounde all her foes. 


Other newes there t3 none, but generall_ 


good tidinges of all our men of warre, thar
